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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Number of scholars between five and fifteen years of age reported by 
the selectmen April, 1894, were 58 boys and 76 girls. 

Our schools are established for the purpose of educating the young in 
a broader sense than mere text book instruction. he mind should be 
trained to activity,—the greatest amount of work in the least possible 
time. ‘The teacher who overlooks this does not have a true conception 
of duty. Pupils should be taught to think broadly and deeply for them- 
selves, and teachers should direct such thoughts with tact and skill. 

To accomplish the true object of our schools, certain means are neces- 
sary. People never have, and perhaps never will fully agree upon the 
means which will best accomplish the object. It is always right and 
proper to express these differences in a way friendly to the best interests 
of the school. Methods of instruction, teachers and the location of 
schools may not be satisfactory to all, but these differences should sel- 
dom be carried to the extent of destroying in the least the good of the 
school. Perhaps no other cause is more productive of unsatisfactory re- 
sults. When our children take up the duties of citizenship these things 
will not materially coneern them, but it will be of vital importance 
whether they have made a wise improvement of all opportunities. A 
few years hence how insigniticant these minor differences will appear 
compared with the question which will then come home to us with deep 
ineaning: [lave we done all we could for the young? 

We believe that in the years to come those who are now pupils in the 
schools of Alstead will be thankful for every advantage now offered 
them. It is to that end that present endeavor should be directed, and to 
which we must look for that true and valued approval that comes from 
those who experience the benefit of present effort and sacrifice. 

We are able to say that a large majority of our schools the past year 
have been quite satisfactory. There has been much faithful work done 
by teachers, and an unusually large number of parents and citizens have 
visited many of the schools. 

A few have not met our expectations; the want of order being the 
principal cause. While we hold teachers primarily responsible for any 
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failure of this kind, we would earnestly eall the attention of parents to 
their duty in reproving any disorderly conduct. Much can thus be done 
to assist the teacher; and many parents do their duty in this respect. It 
ought not to be a part of the teachers’ work to compel large scholars to 
obey, but it becomes their imperative duty when pupils do not respect 
their position. 

There have been special reasons for shorter terms in a few instances. 
A school has been maintained for two terms in No. 2, but so few would 
attend that a winter term was not thought expedient. ‘The schools in 
No. 4 for the year have been very successful. The winter term in No. 
5 was made shorter on account of the expected outbreak of measles, and 
that in No. 10 because of the sickness of the teacher. The pupils of No. 
8 have been transported to No. 12, thus securing better educational ad- 
vantages for both schools at a somewhat reduced cost to the town. The 
fall term in No. 13 was affected by sickness, and it was not thought ad- 
visable to make up the full time at the winter term. ‘The pupils attend- 
ing at No. 12, have, by their own effurt and the help of friends, raised 
about fifty dollars for school furnishings. ‘They have bought an organ, 
and will probably purchase chairs, curtains and other needed articles 
later. A society has been formed in connection with the school for 
mutual improvement and benefit. 

Thanking the people of the town for every assistance in our work, and 
for every effort to make the schools more pleasant and profitable, the 
foregoing report is respectfully submitted.

The town 
should have a new road scraper, as the old one is lacking in several im- 
provements on other machines which add greatly to the ease of handling 
and the quality and rapidity of work done with them, besides being bad- 
ly worn and liable to break or give out entirely when it might cause 
serious delay.
